Dear Congressman Foley t 

Y 1c a tlon transmitting a letter from your 
constituent g: . ’ ' concerning the investigation of the 
assassination o£^ President John F. Kennedy has been referred 
to me. 



In November 1979, the Federal bureau of Investigation 
{FBI) was asked to conduct a series of specific Kennedy 
assassination-related investigative tasks. These reouests 
wore based upon information from the public, House of Representatives 
Select Committee on Assassinations-generated information, 
and previous FBI investigations. Attorneys of this Department 
were instructed to request an investigation into any aspect 
of the case which had an arguable potential of advancing the 
assassination investigation. The FBI has completed all 
investigative ta3k3 requested and no new information of 
value has been developed. However, all unsolicited correspondence 
is promptly reviewed. 



Mere recently, on January 3, 1980, the National 
Science Foundation (WSF) , an agency of tho Federal Government 
which promotes the increase of scientific knowledge and 
encourages research, agreed to a request by Uie Department 
of Justice to have the House of Representatives Select 
Committee on Assassinations* (ITSCA) acoustic*- report studied 
by the National Academy of Sciences (NA S) which is a private 
O r . s a ni . gafc I on composed of some of the world's met t respected 
scientists. Tho NAS study report is due in January 1981, 
according to an August 12, 1980, study proposal. The Department 
Intends to minimize its contact with NAS and will not risk 
exerting pressure on NAS which could be misinterpreted as an 
endeavor to prematurely terminate or influence the NAS 
Committee' 8 work. Accordingly, the Department is not nrenared 
to accept responsibility for the timeliness of this independent 
organization's performance, though wo have requested that 
NSF supervise NAS compliance with the terms of its proposal.
